COUNTY  MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT  FOR  THE 

YEAR  1931. 


AREA  AND  POPULATION. 

The  Administrative  County  according  to  the  preliminary 
census  report  (1931)  of  the  Registrar  General  has  an  area 
of  961,200  acres,  with  a  population  of  263,472.  In  the  ten 
years,  1921-31,  the  population  of  the  County  has  therefore 
increased  by  6,643.  To  this  increase  the  Urban  districts 
have  contributed  4,355,  and  the  Rural  districts  2,288.  Scun¬ 
thorpe  shows  the  largest  individual  increase,  namely,  6,402, 
or  an  increase  of  23-4%  on  the  1921  population. 

The  County  Council,  as  required  by  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Act,  1929,  has  considered  during  the  year  the  re¬ 
arrangement  of  County  districts,  and  it  is  proposed  among 
other  changes  that  the  Roxby-cum-Risby  Urban  District  be 
abolished  as  such,  and  that  the  area  be  transferred  to  the 
Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District,  also  that  the  Sibsey  Rural 
District  be  transferred  to  the  Spilsby  Rural  District.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  births  registered  in  the  County  during  the  year 
numbered  4,327,  2,052  in  Urban,  and  2,275  in  Rural  districts. 
This  is  a  decrease  of  168  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  County  for  the  year  under  review 
was  16-54,  that  for  England  and  Wales  being  15-8. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  Urban  districts  in  the  County  was 
16-12,  whilst  for  the  Rural  districts  the  rate  was  16-94  per 
1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

Of  the  total  births  recorded  in  1931,  262  or  6  per  cent, 
were  illegitimate. 

There  has  been  a  steady  decline  in  the  County  birth  rate 
since  1920.  In  that  year  the  rate  was  25-72.  In  every  sub¬ 
sequent  year  a  fall  has  been  registered,  the  rate  for  1931 
(16.54)  being  the  lowest  yet  recorded. 

The  births  in  the  County  in  1931  exceeded  the  deaths 
by  1,136.

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Administrative 
County,  after  correction  has  been  made  for  outward  and 
inward  transfers,  was  3,191,  compared  with  3,051  in  1930, 
and  3,371  in  1929. 

Of  the  deaths  registered  1,559  occurred  in  Urban,  and 
1,632  in  Rural  districts. 

The  deaths  registered  yielded  a  County  Death  Rate  12-19 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  which  is  slightly  lower 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales.

The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  was  345,  or  68 
fewer  than  in  1930.  This  is  the  lowest  figure  recorded  for 
the  County  since  1923. 

Heart  Disease. 

Disease  of  the  heart  was  responsible  for  618  deaths  during 
the  year,  8  more  than  in  1930.  19-36  per  cent,  of  all  deaths 
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occurring  in  the  County  were  due  to  this  cause.  Nearly  70 
per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from  Heart  Disease  occurred  in  persons 
over  the  age  of  65  years. 

Mortality  from  Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in 
1931  was  151,  giving  a  rate  of  -57  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
and  from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  47  or  T7  per  1,000.

Maternal  Mortality. 

Deaths  of  women  in  or  as  a  consequence  of  Childbirth 
numbered  16,  compared  with  25  in  the  previous  year.  Sepsis 
was  responsible  for  6  of  the  deaths,  whilst  10  were  ascribed 
to  other  causes.  The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  per  1,000 
live  births  was  3-69,  as  against  5-55  in  1930. 

Deaths  of  Infants  under  1  year  of  age. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year 
registered  in  the  County  in  1931  was  266,  or  8-3  per  cent,  of 
the  total  deaths  at  all  ages.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate  per 
1,000  births  was  61-47,  that  for  England  and  Wales  being  66. 
Over  56  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  of  infants  occurring  in  the 
County  during  the  year  are  classified  under  the  heading 
“  Congenital  Debility  and  Malformation — premature  birth.” 
A  number  of  these  deaths  are  no  doubt  inevitable,  but  with 
extended  facilities  for  the  care  and  nursing  of  the  expectant 
mother  both  before,  during  and  after  the  confinement,  the 
figures  given  under  the  above  heading  could  be  very  con¬ 
siderably  reduced.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 

THE  AREA. 

Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

With  regard  to  the  Medical  Services  transferred  to  the 
County  Council  under  this  7Act  no  formal  declaration  has 
yet  been  made  that  any  transferred  service  shall  be  carried 
out  other  than  under  the  Poor  Law.  The  Public  Assistance 
Medical  Services  are  gradually  being  better  co-ordinated 
with  the  other  health  services  of  the  Council,  and  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  whereby  the  special  Medical  Services 
provided  by  the  Public  Health,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
and  Education  Committees  are  available  for  Public  Assist¬ 
ance  patients.  Cases  of  Tuberculosis,  Mental  Deficiency, 
Crippling,  Defective  Vision,  Dental  Diseases,  See.,  are  referred 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  dealt  with  by  the  appro¬ 
priate  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  Public  Assistance  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Relief  to  necessitous  blind  persons  will  in  future  be  given 
through  the  Lindsey  Blind  Society,  under  the  Blind  Persons 
Act,  and  not  as  hitherto  under  the  Poor  Law. 

Progress  is  also  being  made  in  the  classification  of  the 
Public  Assistance  Institutions.  That  at  Caistor  has  been 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Control  as  a  home  for  the  older  and 
lower  grade  defectives,  and  the  necessary  alterations  are  at 
present  being  carried  out. 

The  Horncastle  Institution  is  to  be  adapted  for  the  accom¬ 
modation  of  children  only.  Most  of  the  children  will  be 
temporarily  accommodated  in  the  main  buildings.  The 
present  Infirmary  is  to  be  used  as  a  Central  Nursery  for  those 
up  to  5  years  of  age.  For  the  older  children  four  semi¬ 
detached  cottage  homes  are  to  be  erected  on  'an  adjacent 
site.  Tenders  are  at  present  being  invited  for  the  work. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  Infirmary  at  Brigg,  which  is  a 
separate  building  from  the  Institution,  shall  be  used  as  a 
small  General  Hospital,  and  that  the  Institution  proper 
shall  continue  to  be  used  as  at  present. 

The  suggestion  with  regard  to  the  Louth  Institution  is 
that  it  be  adapted  and  enlarged  to  provide,  in  conjunction 
with  the  small  Hospital  at  Brigg,  the  necessary  hospital 
accommodation  required  for  the  whole  County.  Sketch 
plans  of  the  proposed  alterations  and  additions  are  at  present 
in  course  of  preparation. 
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Public  assistance  inmates  other  than  sick  will  be  provided 
for  at  Spilsby,  Gainsborough  and  Brigg.  Although  it  is 
possible  that  the  whole  of  this  accommodation  will  not 
eventually  be  required  for  the  purpose. 

As  provided  for  under  Section  13  of  the  Act,  a  Conference 
has  now  been  held  between  representatives  of  the  Public 
Health  and  Housing,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and 
Public  Assistance  Committees  and  the  representatives  of  the 
governing  bodies  and  Medical  and  Surgical  Staffs  of  the 
Voluntary  Hospitals  in  the  County. 

This  Conference  considered  the  proposal  for  the  use  of  the 
Louth  Institution  and  the  Brigg  Infirmary  as  Hospitals. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  the  County  Council  did  not  at  present 
propose  to  provide  accommodation  for  patients  other  than 
those  for  which  the  various  Committees  were  at  present 
responsible.  It  was  agreed  that  another  Conference  should 
be  held  before  a  further  extension  of  the  Hospital  provisions 
was  made  by  the  County  Council. 

The  question  of  payment  for  treatment  in  Voluntary 
or  Public  Hospitals  was  also  discussed. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General. 

The  County  Council  do  not  undertake  the  provision  of 
general  nursing  in  the  home.  This  work  is  undertaken  by 
the  district  Nursing  Associations.  There  are  53  of  these 
Associations  in  the  County  affiliated  to  the  Lincolnshire 
Nursing  Association.  Roughly,  about  a  third  of  the  Ad¬ 
ministrative  County  is  covered  by  District  Nurses,  the  re¬ 
maining  two-thirds  being  without  any  system  of  organised 
public  nursing. 

Small  grants  are  made  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee 
to  the  district  Nursing  Associations  in  respect  of  the  sick  poor 
nursed  in  their  homes. 

(b)  Infectious  Disease. 

The  County  Council  employ  two  whole  time  Infectious 
Disease  Nurses,  who  visit  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough 
and  other  infectious  diseases,  and  advise  as  to  nursing  and 
as  to  the  steps  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 
These  nurses  also  undertake  the  nursing  of  cases  of 
puerperal  fever  and  ophthalmia  neonatorum.  In  addition 
to  the  two  whole  time  nurses  the  Council  also  share  with  the 
Scunthorpe  Urban  District  Council  the  services  of  a  nurse 
who  gives  part  of  her  time  to  infectious  disease  work. 
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Health  Visiting. 

Health  visiting  is  carried  out  partly  by  whole  time  Health 
Visitors  and  partly  by  District  Nurses. 

During  the  year  the  Council  employed  30  whole  time  Health 
Visitors,  who  undertook  tuberculosis,  school  and  infant 
health  visiting  in  the  respective  districts,  and  also  assisted  at 
the  various  Clinics  held  in  the  large  centres  of  population. 
In  about  two-thirds  of  the  area  the  health  visiting  is  done  by 
these  whole  time  officers.  In  the  remaining  third  of  the 
County  it  is  undertaken  by  the  District  Nurses,  who  give 
part  of  the  time  to  this  work.  There  are  57  district 
nurses  so  employed.  Eighteen  are  fully  trained  Queen’s 
Nurses  undertaking  health  visiting  and  midwifery.  In 
respect  of  these  the  grants  made  to  the  district  Nursing 
Association  amounts  in  each  case  to  50  per  cent,  of  their 
expenditure  up  to  a  maximum  of  £105,  but  if  less  than  10 
midwifery  cases  are  undertaken  50  per  cent,  of  the  Nurse’s 
salary  only  is  paid  up  to  a  maximum  of  £95. 

Thirty  are  only  partially  trained.  They  also  undertake 
health  visiting  and  midwifery,  and  grants  are  made  to  the 
Nursing  Associations  of  50  per  cent,  of  their  expenditure 
up  to  a  maximum  of  £80,  but  if  less  than  10  cases  of  midwifery 
are  undertaken  during  the  year  a  grant  of  50  per  cent,  of  the 
Nurse’s  salary  only  up  to  a  maximum  of  £75  is  paid. 

There  are  six  nurses  who  undertake  health  visiting  but  not 
midwifery,  and  in  these  cases  the  County  Council  make  a 
grant  on  a  per  capita  basis. 

There  are  three  nurses  who  undertake  midwifery  but  not 
health  visiting.  The  Nursing  Associations  are  here  paid 
25  per  cent,  of  their  total  expenditure  up  to  a  maximum  of 
£40,  but  if  the  midwifery  cases  undertaken  during  the  year 
are  less  than  ten  25  per  cent,  of  the  Nurse’s  salary  only  is 
paid  up  to  a  maximum  of  £37  10s.  Od. 

District  Nursing  Associations  in  receipt  of  grants  for 
midwifery  are  required  to  return  to  the  County  Council  all 
midwifery  fees  received  from  patients. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  efficiency,  and  also  economy,  the 
County  Council  have  at  present  under  consideration  the 
question  of  reorganising  their  Health  Visiting  Service.  The 
problems  involved  are  not  so  simple  as  might  at  first  sight 
appear.  It  is  desirable  that  the  Health  Visiting  work 
throughout  the  County  should  be  carried  out  by  fully  qualified 
nurses,  possessing  the  special  qualifications  laid  down  by  the 
Minister  of  Health.  At  the  same  time  it  is  equally  important 
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that  the  present  arrangements  for  the  nursing  of  the  sick  in 
their  own  homes,  and  for  the  nursing  of  women  in  childbirth 
should  not  only  be  fully  maintained,  but  that  they  should 
be  very  considerably  extended.  As  already  pointed  out 
nearly  two-thirds  of  the  Administrative  County  is  practically 
unprovided  for  as  regards  nursing  in  the  home  or  for  mid¬ 
wifery. 

To  provide  a  better  organised  and  more  efficient  health 
visiting  service,  and  at  the  same  time  to  foster  the  district 
nursing  and  midwifery  is  the  object  to  be  aimed  at,  and  it 
is  with  this  end  in  view  that  the  County  Council  are  now 
in  consultation  with  the  Lincolnshire  Nursing  Association. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  Laboratory  provides  facilities  for  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  swabs  for  diagnosis  or  to  prove  freedom  from  the 
infection  of  diphtheria.  Sputum  for  the  detection  of 
tubercle  bacilli  and  blood  for  Widal  reaction  in  typhoid 
fever. 

Analysis  of  water  and  sewage  is  carried  out  by  the  Clinical 
Research  Association  and  at  Nottingham  University. 

Milk  samples  taken  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolida¬ 
tion)  Act,  1915,  are  bacteriologically  examined  at  Sheffield 
University. 

Pathological  work  in  connection  with  venereal  disease  is 
done  at  the  Grimsby  Corporation’s  Laboratory. 

Medical  practitioners  in  the  County  have  taken  full  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  County  Laboratory.  The  examinations  carried 
out  for  the  diagnosis  of  diphtheria  and  tuberculosis  formed 
the  greater  proportion  of  the  total  number  of  examinations 
made.

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases. — An  ambulance  is  attached  to 
each  of  the  Hospitals  at  Brumby,  Lincoln,  Osgodby,  and 
Grimsby  to  which  Institution  patients  are  usually  admitted. 

The  Gainsborough  Urban  District  Council  have  provided 
during  the  year  a  new  Motor  Ambulance  for  use  in  connection 
with  their  Infectious  Disease  Hospital. 

(b) .  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases. — Ambulances 
for  the  removal  of  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  are 
available  under  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  Order  of 
St.  John,  as  follows  : —

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  District  Authority  or  by  the  County  Council. 
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Provision  of  Drugs  and  Dressings. 

The  County  Council  have  provided  a  central  drug  store  in 
the  health  department  through  which  drugs,  dressings,  &c., 
are  issued  to  all  the  Council’s  Institutions  and  Clinics  as 
required.  Stocks  are  purchased  in  large  quantities  at  prices 
very  considerably  lower  than  was  previously  possible. 

Provision  of  Dentures. 

The  Council  has  also  equipped  a  workroom  for  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  artificial  dentures.  A  whole  time  dental  mechanic 
is  employed,  and  is  responsible  for  making  the  dentures 
required  in  connection  with  the  Council’s  Maternity  and 
Tuberculosis  Schemes.  Dentures,  when  necessary,  are  also 
provided  for  Public  Assistance  patients. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  COUNTY. 

Water  Supplies. 

A  tabular  statement  relating  to  public  water  supplies  was 
included  in  the  report  for  1930.  While  there  has  been  no 
general  shortage  during  1931  the  probability  of  a  dry  season 
as  was  the  case  in  1929,  again  resulting  in  a  serious  shortage 
must  not  be  lost  sight  of.  In  the  Isle  of  Axholme,  as  in 
Sibsey,  and  parts  of  the  Spilsby,  Horncastle  and  Brigg  rural 
districts,  where  the  inhabitants  are  largely  dependent  on 
collected  rain  water,  the  provision  of  a  public  supply  in  view 
of  the  conditions  that  exist  in  these  areas  during  a  prolonged 
drought,  is  a  matter  of  urgency. 

There  has  undoubtedly  been  an  increased  interest  taken 
during  the  past  few  years,  both  by  the  public  and  local 
authorities,  in  the  problems  connected  with  the  provision  of 
better  water  suppilies. 

Progress  is,  of  course,  slow,  but  in  a  number  of  areas  steps 
are  being  taken  either  with  a  view  to  provide  new  supplies 
or  to  augmenting  or  improving  existing  supplies. 

Crowle  Urban  District. 

At  Crowle  the  Urban  District  Council  have  sunk  a  bore 
to  a  depth  of  about  700  feet.  There  was  an  adequate  supply 
of  water,  but  it  was  unfortunately  so  hard  as  to  be  unfit  for 
domestic  purposes.  The  District  Council  were  advised  by 
their  Geologist  that  it  was  possible  a  satisfactory  water  would 
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be  found  at  a  considerably  greater  depth.  The  local 
authority  has,  therefore  decided  to  go  to  1,200  feet,  towards 
which  the  County  Council  will  make  a  grant  of  50  per  cent, 
of  the  cost  up  to  a  maximum  of  £500. 

Isle  of  Axholme  Rural  District. 

The  Council  are  considering  the  possibility  of  obtaining 
a  supply  from  the  Thorne  and  district  Water  Supply 
Company. 


Scunthorpe  Urban  District. 

With  a  view  to  providing  for  their  future  needs  the  District 
Council  have  purchased  Wressell  Farm,  Broughton,  where 
they  propose  to  sink  bores  as  and  when  required,  to  augment 
the  present  supply. 


Brigg  Rural  District. 

A  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  Water  Supply  to  the  Trent 
side  and  other  parishes  has  been  prepared  and  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  This  scheme  consists  of  two  parts, 
one  with  a  bore  at  Winterton,  providing  for  a  main  running 
through  the  parishes  of  Roxby,  Flixborough,  Gunness, 
Burringham,  East  Butterwick,  Messingham,  to  Bottesford, 
the  other  consisting  of  a  bore  at  Broughton  with  a  main  from 
there  to  Scawby.  The  two  parts  of  the  scheme  could  eventu¬ 
ally  be  linked  together,  and  with  the  necessary  additional 
mains  it  would  then  be  possible  to  supply  Hibaldstow,  Red- 
bourne  and  Kirton  Lindsey.  The  estimated  cost  of  the 
scheme  is  approximately  £43,000. 

Gainsborough  Urban  District. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reports  some  anxiety  as 
regards  the  adequacy  of  the  existing  supply.  A  scheme  to 
provide  an  improved  supply  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £18,200 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


Brigg  Urban  District. 

The  water  supply  of  the  town  is  inadequate,  and  steps 
are  being  taken  to  remedy  this  defect.  Messrs.  Silcock  & 
Simpson,  Civil  Engineers  of  Leeds  have  been  consulted,  and  a 
scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  for  submission  to  the 
Ministry. 
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Mablethorpe  and  Sutton  Urban  District. 

This  District  Council  proposes  to  improve  and  extend 
its  existing  supply,  and  application  has  been  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  to  borrow  £18,000  for  this  purpose. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  there  are  six  different 
district  authorities  in  the  north-west  portion  of  the  County 
concerned  with  the  problem  of  finding  additional  water,  and 
the  question  arises  as  to  whether  it  would  not  be  to  the 
mutual  benefit  of  some  of  these  authorities  to  combine  with 
their  neighbours  to  provide  a  common  supply.  The  County 
Council  has  already  expressed  the  view  that  the  formation  of 
a  regional  Water  Board  for  the  area  has  much  to  recommend 
it. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  provision  of  a  Public  System  of  sewage  disposal  is 
only  practical  in  the  urban  districts  and  large  villages,  and 
then  only  when  the  water  supply  is  adequate. 

Of  the  urban  districts,  Cleethorpes,  Barton,  Brigg, 
Horncastle,  Gainsborough,  Louth,  Mablethorpe  and  Sutton, 
Market  Rasen,  Scunthorpe,  Skegness,  Winterton  and  Wood- 
hall  Spa  have  water  carriage  systems  for  the  disposal  of 
sewage,  while  at  Crowle  and  Roxby,  the  conservancy  system 
still  prevails.  The  installation  at  Winterton  is  a  new  one, 
and  was  completed  during  the  year.  The  Mablethorpe  and 
Sutton  Urban  Council  have  made  application  to  the  Ministry 
for  sanction  to  borrow  £67,386  for  improving  and  extending 
their  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works.  The  existing 
plant  at  Mablethorpe  is  old  and  almost  useless,  while  the 
Trusthorpe  part  of  the  district  is  without  a  proper  sewage 
disposal  system. 

The  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  Council  propose  to  provide 
sewage  disposal  systems  for  the  parishes  of  Brumby  and 
Gunness,  and  also  for  Broughton,  at  a  total  estimated  cost 
of  £11,667. 

In  the  Country  districts,  and  also  in  some  of  the  larger 
towns  and  villages  the  privy  vault  is  still  prevalent.  For 
the  urban  areas  fairly  reliable  figures  exist  which  show  that 
approximately  3  per  cent,  of  the  houses  still  have  this  variety 
of  closet.  Complete  statistics  for  all  the  rural  districts  are 
not  available,  but  it  is  probable  that  between  50  and  60  per 
cent,  of  the  houses  at  least  have  this  form  of  convenience. 
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In  the  rural  parts  of  the  County  the  conservancy  system 
is  still  general,  although  in  the  Caistor,  Spilsby,  Welton  and 
Grimsby  districts,  some  of  the  larger  villages  have  water 
carriage  systems. 


River  Pollution. 

In  connection  with  the  Hydrographical.  Survey  of  the 
River  Trent,  observations  on  the  Lindsey  portion  of  the 
river  were  as  usual  carried  out  in  July  and  September.  The 
collection  and  examination  of  samples  at  various  points  were 
undertaken  for  the  County  Council  by  Dr.  J.  B.  Firth,  Uni¬ 
versity  College,  Nottingham.  The  results  are  given  in  the 
accompanying  Tables.

Under  this  Act  Rural  District  Councils  are  required  to 
furnish  the  County  Council  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  one 
year,  such  information  as  the  County  Council  may  reason- 
bly  require  to  enable  them  to  carry  out  their  duties  under 
the  Act. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  Returns  received  from 
the  rural  districts  and  relate  to  conditions  existing  up  to 
31st  December,  1930.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  figures  for 
Gainsborough,  Isle  of  Axholme,  Sibsey  and  Welton  districts 
are  incomplete.  If  the  statistics  are  to  be  at  all  reliable  the 
preparation  of  the  returns  must  involve  the  officials  of  the 
district  authorities  in  a  considerable  amount  of  additional 
work.  I  have  had  the  opportunity  of  visiting  a  number  of 
the  districts,  accompanied  by  the  local  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  from  the  information  obtained  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
the  Classification  of  the  houses  is  being  carefully  carried  out.

Temporary  Dwellings. 

Within  recent  years  owing  to  the  general  shortage  of 
houses  and  other  reasons,  there  has  been  a  very  large  in¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  tents,  sheds,  vans,  and  other  erections 
used  as  dwellings.  This  is  especially  noticeable  along  the 
coast  line  and  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  large  towns. 

Apart  from  their  unsightly  appearance  they  are  usually 
huddled  together  in  groups,  are  not  infrequently  overcrowded, 
and  often  without  any  but  the  most  primitive  sanitary 
arrangements.  In  consequence  they  are  a  source  of  worry 
and  anxiety  to  the  local  health  officers,  and  take  up  a  large 
amount  of  their  time,  often  without  any  tangible  improve¬ 
ment  being  effected. 

In  his  report  for  1931,  Dr.  F.  J.  Walker,  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  Spilsby  Rural  District  refers  to  the  diffi¬ 
culties  arising  in  connection  with  the  increasing  number  of 
tents,  vans  and  sheds  in  his  district.  He  states  “  The  types 
of  structures  such  as  caravans,  bus  bodies,  with  a  variety  of 
extensions,  are  not  new  buildings  coming  within  the  scope 
of  the  building  bye-laws,  and  can  be  brought  into  the  dis¬ 
trict  without  the  Council’s  knowledge  or  permission  ;  there¬ 
fore  any  control  commences  after  and  not  before  the  structures 
have  come  into  being.  There  is  no  power  to  prevent  the 
erection  of  such  structures,  even  on  a  site  which,  owing  to 
the  absence  of  a  supply  of  wholesome  water,  is  clearly  un¬ 
suitable,  and  we  are  obliged  to  wait  whilst  the  structure  is 
erected  and  used,  and  a  nuisance  arises  before  the  process 
of  taking  steps  to  have  it  remedied  can  be  commenced  .  . 

In  1928  the  Council  applied  to  the  Ministry  for  the  powers 
of  Section  27  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act, 
1907,  which  requires  persons  to  deposit  plans  and  obtain 
the  approval  of  the  local  authority  before  commencing  the 
erection  of  a  temporary  building.  The  Act  does  not  define 
what  shall  be  regarded  as  a  ‘  temporary  building,’  and  as 
there  is  a  confusion  of  legal  thought  the  Ministry  refused  to 
grant  the  powers  sought.  The  Lindsey  Sandhills  Bill  pro¬ 
moted  by  the  County  Council,  and  now  before  Parliament, 
will,  if  it  becomes  law,  give  an  important  measure  of  control 
over  the  future  development  of  the  coast  line. 

Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts,  1926  and  1931. 

These  Acts  have  as  their  object  the  improvement  of  the 
housing  conditions  of  the  agricultural  labourer  and  other  rural 
workers,  by  re-conditioning  old  houses  and  by  converting 
into  dwellings,  buildings  not  previously  used  as  such, 
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Assistance  may  be  given  by  way  of  grants  or  loans.  The 
County  Council  since  the  Acts  came  into  operation  have 
received  122  applications  for  grants.  In  respect  of  66  of  the 
applications  received  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Com¬ 
mittee  have  made  or  promised  grants  amounting  to  £3,840 
No  loans  have  been  made  under  the  Acts. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915. 

Inspections  of  dairy  cattle  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order,  1926,  are  carried  out  by  nine  part-time  veterinary 
surgeons,  who  are  also  inspectors  under  the  Diseases  of 
Animals  Acts. 

In  1931  the  number  of  premises  inspected  was  3021,  and 
the  number  of  dairy  cattle  examined  13,443. 

Animals  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 
numbered  448,  viz.,  cows  in  milk  131,  other  cows  283,  and 
other  bo  vines  34. 

There  were  50  samples  of  milk  examined  bacteriologically 
and  by  animal  inoculation,  none  of  which  was  found  to 
contain  tubercle  bacilli. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. 

There  are  at  present  six  producers  in  the  County  licensed 
to  produce  graded  milk.  One  is  licensed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  to  produce  “  Grade  A”  (Tuberculin  Tested)  while 
five  are  licensed  by  the  District  Councils  to  produce  “  Grade 
A”  milk. 


Clean  Milk  Competition. 

A  Clean  Milk  Competition  was  conducted  during  the  year 
by  the  Grimsby  Rural  District  Council,  and  with  very  great 
success.  There  were  two  Classes  (a)  for  producers  with  12, 
or  more  cows,  ( b )  for  producers  with  11  cows  or  under.  In 
both  classes  the  efforts  of  the  competitors  were  very  credit¬ 
able  indeed.  In  the  class  for  small  producers  milk  reaching 
a  comparatively  high  standard  was  being  produced  often 
under  difficult  conditions,  and  with  equipment  which  was 
frequently  improvised.  The  results  showed  however  what 
was  possible  at  no  very  great  cost  to  the  producer.  The 
District  Council  and  their  officers  are  to  be  congratulated 
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on  their  efforts  to  improve  the  quality  of  milk  produced  in 
the  district. 

The  County  Agricultural  Organiser  arranged  a  Clean  Milk 
Competition  for  Scunthorpe  and  district,  which  was  held 

from  23rd  Feb.  to  16th  June,  1931.  There  were  nine 
entries. 

Provision  of  Milk  for  Elementary  School  Children. 

The  Education  Committee  of  the  County  Council  has 
inaugurated  a  scheme  under  which  local  school  managers 
can  arrange  for  the  supply  of  milk  to  schools.  Each  child 
may  obtain  §  of  a  pint  daily  at  the  cost  of  Id.  The  scheme 
is  under  the  superivision  of  the  School  Medical  Officer,  who 
works  in  close  co-operation  with  the  local  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  the  Veterinary  Inspectors  and  the  County  Agri¬ 
cultural  Organiser. 


Meat  Inspection. 

The  adequate  inspection  of  meat  is  never  an  easy  matter 
in' a  large  rural  area,  and  the  work  of  the  Inspectors  in  this 
connection  in  the  County  is  especially  difficult  owing  to  the 
comparatively  large  number  of  private  slaughterhouses 
with  which  they  have  to  deal.  The  provision  of  arrange¬ 
ments  for  centralised  slaughtering  is  only  economically 
practicable  in  urban  districts,  each  of  which  should  have  its 
public  abattoir.  It  is  only  by  such  provision  that  the  public 
can  be  assured  of  having  clean  and  wholesome  meat. 

Scunthorpe  has  a  Public  Abattoir,  but  according  to  the 
Medical  Officer’s  report  for  1930,  only  21-9  per  cent,  of  the 
animals  killed  in  the  district  were  slaughtered  there.  There 
are  thirteen  licensed  slaughterhouses,  many  of  which  are 
unsatisfactory. 

At  Skegness  there  are  three  private  Slaughterhouses  to 
serve  a  population  which  during  the  holiday  season  may  reach 
30,000  or  40,000  or  even  more. 

A  number  of  butchers  have  at  present  no  place  in  which 
to  slaughter  animals  for  food,  and  have  either  to  go  outside 
the  district  for  this  purpose  or  purchase  carcases  already 
dressed. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  a  number  of  years  has 
rightly  stressed  the  need  for  a  public  abattoir  for  Skegness. 
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Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act  is  administered 
by  the  County  Council  through  the  Police  in  all  the  districts 
of  the  Administrative  County. 

The  number  of  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst 
in  1931  totalled  278,  as  follows  : — 5  samples  of  lard,  3  of  bread, 
27  of  butter,  6  of  cheese,  1  of  coffee,  5  of  cream,  7  of  flour,  12 
of  margarine,  104  of  milk,  8  of  sugar,  4  of  tea,  32  of  spirits, 
12  of  drugs,  2  of  confectionery  and  jam,  2  of  vinegar  and  48 
of  other  articles. 

Eighteen  samples  of  milk  were  below  legal  standard,  and 
2  samples  of  sausages  were  found  to  contain  sulphur  dioxide. 

Prosecutions  were  instituted  against  the  vendors  in  respect 
of  12  of  the  milk  samples  found  below  the  legal  standard. 
Six  were  convicted  and  fines  ranging  from  five  shillings  to 
two  pounds  imposed.  The  remaining  six  cases  were  dis¬ 
missed. 

Warnings  were  sent  to  vendors  in  respect  of  5  samples  of 
milk  and  two  samples  of  sausages. 

With  regard  to  a  sample  of  milk  containing  1  per  cent, 
extraneous  water  no  action  was  taken. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1928. 

Table  showing  the  action  taken  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1931,  in  regard  to  each  Sample  adversely  reported  on  by  the 
Public  Analyst,  and  showing  what  legal  proceedings  have  been  instituted  and  the  result  of  proceedings,  etc. 
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‘•‘In  this  case  the  man  who  supplied  the  sample  stated  that  he  was  the  vendor  and  the  summons  was  taken  out  against  him  but  at  the  hearing 
it  was  stated  that  his  mother  owned  the  business.  The  summons  was  withdrawn  and  a  further  sample  taken.  See  Sample  B.18. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  the  year,  1,471  cases  of  infectious  disease  were 
notified.  This  is  the  lowest  number  recorded  in  any  year 
since  1922,  and  is  439  less  than  that  in  1930. 

Small  Pox. 

There  were  53  cases  of  Small  Pox  notified  compared  with 
46  in  the  preceding  year.  All  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  type, 
and  there  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease.  The  largest 
number  of  cases  were  reported  from  the  Caistor  rural  district. 
As  stated  in  my  report  of  last  year,  the  disease  appeared  in 
this  area  in  October,  1930,  and  continued  until  the  end  of 
March.  Altogether  70  cases  were  notified  during  the  course 
of  the  epidemic,  27  of  which  occurred  in  1931. 

At  Cleethorpes  there  were  1 1  cases,  of  which  4  occurred  in 
March,  1  in  April,  5  in  May,  and  1  in  September. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  distribution  table  on  page  42 
the  above  were  the  only  two  instances  where  the  disease 
could  be  regarded  as  epidemic,  although  sporadic  cases 
occurred  in  other  parts  of  the  County  from  January  to 
September. 


Diphtheria. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified 
in  1931,  a  decrease  of  82  on  the  previous  year’s  figure.  The 
number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  was  11,  as  against  4  in 
1930. 

The  prevention  of  diphtheria  by  active  immunisation  has 
long  since  passed  the  stage  of  experiment,  yet  as  far  as  I 
am  aware  no  local  authority  in  the  County  has  organised 
a  scheme  making  this  service  available  for  those  members 
of  the  public  who  may  desire  to  accept  it.  The  method 
employed  is  comparatively  simple,  and  is  effective  in  a  very 
high  percentage  of  cases.  Apart  from  the  more  important 
question  of  saving  life,  and  the  prevention  of  suffering  and 
subsequent  ill-health,  immunisation  systematically  carried 
out  has  an  important  economic  bearing  from  the  point  of 
view  of  the  ratepayer.  Local  district  authorities  who  are 
primarily  responsible  for  the  prevention  of  infectious  disease 
spend  considerable  sums  annually  in  connection  with  isolation, 
treatment,  disinfection,  &c.  of  cases  of  diphtheria.  It  is 
probable  that  each  case  isolated  costs  the  authority,  on  an 
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average,  not  less  than  £20  to  £30.  Immunisation  therefore 
could  be  made  a  potent  weapon  for  the  reduction  of  isolation 
costs. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  was  328, 
which  is  390  fewer  than  last  year,  and  792  less  than  the 
number  for  1929.  There  was  1  death  from  this  disease  as 
compared  with  4  in  the  preceding  year. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Fourteen  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified,  5  in  urban 
and  9  in  rural  districts.  Five  of  the  14  cases  were  reported 
from  the  Glanford  Brigg  rural  district. 

Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  six  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  in  1931,  as  compared 
with  the  61  cases  which  occurred  in  the  serious  outbreak 
of  this  disease  in  1930. 


Pneumonia. 

The  incidence  of  Primary  Pneumonia  showed  an  increase 
of  65  cases,  the  number  being  370  as  against  205  in  1930. 

Measles. 

The  weekly  returns  from  Elementary  Schools  showed  that 
Measles  was  much  more  prevalent.  There  were  1999  cases, 
as  compared  with  919  the  previous  year.  The  district 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  found  it  necessary  to  close  16 
Schools  or  departments  on  account  of  this  disease,  while 
two  were  closed  by  the  School  Medical  Officer.  In  addition 
59  certificates  of  reduced  attendances  were  granted. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Seventeen  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever,  and  19  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  were  notified  in  1931,  as  compared  with  14  and  28 
respectively  in  1930.  The  Consultants  appointed  by  the 
Council  visited  7  of  the  cases  in  co-operation  with  the  patient’s 
doctor.  Seven  cases  of  puerperal  fever  and  1  of  puerperal 
pyrexia  were  admitted  to  institutions  for  treatment.  6 
deaths  from  puerperal  sepsis  occurred  during  the  year,  which 
is  three  less  than  the  number  for  1930. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

35  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified.  In 
1930  the  number  was  30.  10  of  the  cases  occurred  in  rural 

and  25  in  urban  districts.  There  were  6  cases  at  Cleethorpes 
and  7  at  Scunthorpe.  The  number  of  cases  per  1,000  births 
registered  was  8-09.  Of  the  total  cases  notified  34  were 
treated  in  their  own  homes,  and  1  in  hospital.  The  Council’s 
Nurses  attended  20  of  the  cases.  Vision  in  30  of  the  cases 
was  reported  as  unimpaired.  In  one  case  there  was  some 
impairment  of  the  vision  of  the  left  eye,  while  one  child  had 
an  eye  removed.  Three  cases  had  left  the  district  and  could 
not  be  traced.

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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  County  Council  is  the  authority  responsible  for  the 
provision  of  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  for  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  (excluding  Small  Pox)  occurring  in  the 
urban  districts  of  Barton,  Brigg,  Crowle,  Roxby-cum-Risby, 
Scunthorpe  and  Winterton,  and  also  in  the  rural  districts  of 
Glanford  Brigg  and  the  Isle  of  Axholme.  Patients  from 
these  areas  are  admitted  on  the  advice  of  the  District  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  to  the  County  Isolation  Hospital  at  Brumby. 
When,  as  has  happened  on  several  occasions,  the  accommo¬ 
dation  at  Brumby  is  fully  occupied,  patients  have  been  sent 
to  the  Grimsby  and  Lincoln  Isolation  Hospitals. 

Owing  to  the  comparative  freedom  of  the  County  from 
infectious  disease  during  the  year  there  was  a  fall  of  over 
50%  in  the  number  of  cases  for  which  the  Council  was  called 
on  to  provide  isolation  accommodation.  Particulars  of  the

PUBLIC  VACCINATION. 

The  Registrar  General  requires  two  Annual  Returns  to 
be  submitted  for  each  Vaccination  district,  one  in  respect 
of  successful  primary  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  per¬ 
formed  by  Public  Vaccinators  and  Medical  Officers  of  Public 
Assistance  Institutions,  the  other  in  respect  of  Vaccination 
of  children  whole  births  were  registered  from  1st  January 
to  31st  December,  1930. 

These  returns  are  summarised  in  the  accompanying  tables, 
from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  out  of  4,242  births,  732  children 
were  successfully  vaccinated,  while  3,143  declarations  of 
conscientious  objection  were  submitted.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Notification. 

The  number  of  primary  notifications  received  under  the 
Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  during  the  year 
was  405,  288  pulmonary,  117  non-pulmonary  cases  of  the 
disease.  The  number  of  notifications  in  respect  of  both 
forms  of  the  disease  was  16  less  than  that  in  1930,  and  56 
below  the  average  number  for  the  previous  10  years.

A  still  too  large  a  proportion  of  the  notifications  are  re¬ 
ceived  too  late  for  any  effective  action  to  be  taken  under 
the  Council’s  Tuberculous  Scheme.  Patents  dying  within 
3  months  of  notification  numbered  55,  while  71  died  within 
12  months  of  notification.  In  addition  there  were  49  deaths 
from  tuberculosis  where  no  previous  notification  had  been 
made. 


Dispensary  Organisation. 

New  Cases. 

The  Tuberculosis  Officers  examined  in  connection  with  the 
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dispensaries  491  new  cases,  of  which  221  were  found  to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  and  99  from  other 
forms  of  tuberculosis.  Of  the  remainder  of  the  cases  examined 
167  were  classified  as  not  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  while 
in  7  cases  the  diagnosis  had  not  been  completed  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Dispensary  Register  at  the 
end  of  1931  was  1,532. 

Contacts. 

The  contacts  examined  in  1931  numbered  711,  21  or  just 
under  3  per  cent,  of  these  were  found  to  be  tubercular. 

Domiciliary  Treatment. 

Whilst  all  cases  on  the  dispensary  register  continue  to 
be  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  tuberculosis  officers, 
treatment  is  not  as  a  rule  given  at  the  dispensaries.  Patients 
requiring  treatment  other  than  in  an  Institution  are  referred 
to  their  own  doctors.  Where  possible,  however,  they  con¬ 
tinue  to  attend  the  dispensaries  for  supervision.  Panel 
practitioners  furnish  quarterly  reports  to  the  tuberculosis 
officers  on  insured  patients  under  their  care. 

Home  Visits. 

The  Tuberculosis  Officers  made  732  visits  to  the  homes  of 
tuberculous  patients  during  the  year,  whilst  the  number  of 
visits  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  Nurses  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  the  dispensary  was  4,930. 

X-Ray  Examinations. 

There  were  55  X-Ray  examinations  made  for  diagnostic 
purposes  during  1931,  the  majority  of  which  were  carried 
out.  at  the  County  Hospital,  Lincoln. 

Provision  of  Extra  Nourishment. 

The  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  extra  nourishment 
have  been  continued  during  the  year.  Necessitous  cases 
only  are  supplied  on  the  recommendation  of  the  tuberculosis 
officers.  In  1931  64  patients  received  extra  nourishment  in 
the  form  of  milk  and  eggs. 

Shelters. 

Ninety-four  open  air  shelters  are  now  in  use  throughout 
the  County.  They  are  provided  in  those  cases  where  the 
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housing  accommodation  is  unsuitable  or  inadequate,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  tuberculosis  officer. 


Laboratory  Examinations. 

Specimens  of  sputum  are  received  for  examination  at  the 
County  Laboratory  from  the  tuberculosis  officers,  general 
practitioners,  and  from  various  institutions  throughout  the 
area.  The  specimens  examined  in  1931  numbered  748,  of 
which  191  were  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli. 

Dental  Treatment. 

Insured  tuberculous  patients  in  need  of  dental  treatment 
are  referred  to  their  approved  societies  with  a  view  to  treat¬ 
ment  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Scheme.  When 
the  patient  is  not  insured,  and  therefore  ineligible  for  this 
benefit,  he  is  dealt  with  by  the  Council’s  Dental  Surgeons, 
who  give  part  of  their  time  to  this  work.  Patients  are  re¬ 
quired  to  pay  the  whole  or  part  of  the  cost  of  treatment 
according  to  their  means. 

During  1931,  44  tuberculous  patients  received  dental 
treatment  in  connection  with  the  dispensaries,  and  47  as 
in-patients  at  one  or  other  of  the  Council’s  Institutions  for 
the  treatment  of  tuberculosis.  Twelve  complete  and  three 
partial  sets  of  teeth  were  provided. 

After-Care. 

Valuable  assistance  and  advice  continues  to  be  given  by 
the  After-Care  Committees  at  Cleethorpes,  Gainsborough 
and  Scunthorpe.  These  Committees  work  in  close  touch  with 
the  dispensary  organisations,  and  in  all  cases  have  the  help 
of  the  local  tuberculosis  officer.  By  close  co-operation 
between  the  Committees  and  the  Council’s  Officers  much 
unnecessary  overlapping  is  avoided. 

The  assistance  provided  by  the  Committees  includes  the 
provision  of  extra  nourishment,  clothing,  bedding,  and 
travelling  expenses. 

As  stated  in  last  year’s  report  the  “  After-care  ”  Committee 
at  Cleethorpes  had  undertaken  the  erection  of  a  small  work¬ 
shop  for  the  employment  of  tuberculous  patients.  The 
building  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  formally  opened 
on  18th  June  by  Sir  P.  C.  Varrier  Jones,  Medical  Director 
of  Papworth  Tuberculosis  Colony. 
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Dr.  W.  B.  Stott,  the  Council’s  Tuberculosis  Officer  at 
Cleethorpes,  and  also  a  Member  of  the  After-care  Committee, 
is  responsible  for  the  working  of  the  scheme.  He  reports 
as  follows  : — 

“  Patients  who  are  considered  by  myself  as  fit  to  do  a 
certain  amount  of  light  work  are  given  the  opportunity  of 
starting  at  the  workshop.  The  advantages  of  regular  hours 
of  work  under  good  conditions,  and  under  medical  super¬ 
vision  are  pointed  out  to  the  patients,  and  the  decision  is 
left  with  them  as  to  whether  they  wish  to  commence. 

The  different  kinds  of  work  include  Carpentry,  Basketry, 
Cane  and  Leather  Work,  Seagrass  and  Rush  Seating  and 
skilled  tuition  was  obtained  for  the  patients  in  these  trades. 
This  kind  of  work  is  considered  the  most  suitable  as  it  is 
light  in  character. 

An  exhibition  and  sale  of  work  was  held  on  December 
10th,  and  although  the  attendance  was  disappointing,  about 
£30  was  taken. 

From  the  profit  obtained  by  the  sale  of  the  articles  made 
it  has  been  found  possible  to  pay  each  patient  on  complet¬ 
ing  three  months  training  a  sum  of  Five  shillings  per  week. 

During  the  seven  months  the  workshop  has  been  opened 
a  considerable  amount  of  productive  work  has  been  turned 
out  by  the  patients,  and  we  have  been  successful  in  selling 
a  large  proportion  of  the  articles  made  to  the  general  public, 
the  amount  realising  £84  16s.  Od.  When  one  considers  the 
short  space  of  time  the  workshop  has  been  opened  this  figure 
is  regarded  as  being  extremely  satisfactory. 

For  various  reasons  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  work¬ 
shop  have  occurred,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  four  men  and 
two  girls  were  undergoing  training. 

In  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  the  mental  aspect  of  the 
patient  is  most  important,  and  with  the  regular  hours  of 
work  every  day  the  patients  do  not  dwell  on  their  complaint 
as  they  used  to  do.  They  also  know  they  are  doing  useful 
work,  and  can  see  a  future  for  themselves,  as,  if  a  proper 
market  for  the  work  is  obtained,  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
patients  should  not,  in  time,  earn  their  own  living.” 

Institutional  Treatment. 

For  the  institutional  treatment  of  tuberculosis  the  County 
Council  maintain  67  beds  at  the  Branston  Hall  Sanatorium, 
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for  early  pulmonary  disease  in  women  and  children  of  both 
sexes.  For  the  more  acute  and  advanced  cases  14  beds 
have  been  provided  at  the  Brumby  Isolation  Hospital,  and 
12  at  the  Louth  Tuberculosis  Hospital.  By  arrangement  with 
the  Gainsborough  Urban  District  Council  12  additional 
beds  for  advanced  cases  are  available  for  County  patients 
ar  the  Foxby  Hill  Isolation  Hospital. 

Adult  males  in  the  early  stages  of  the  disease  are  at  present 
sent  to  Institutions  outside  the  Administrative  County. 
The  majority  of  these  go  to  the  Sanatoria  at  Ipswich  and 
Kelling.  The  Grimsby  Corporation  have  recently  provided 
accommodation  for  this  type  of  case,  and  it  is  probable  that 
arrangements  will  be  made  for  a  number  of  County  cases  to 
be  accommodated  there. 

The  County  Council  have  no  Institutional  provision  for 
patients  suffering  from  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 
Patients  in  this  class  are  accommodated  in  suitable  hospital 
outside  the  County. 

The  following  table  shows,  for  both  pulmonary  and  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  the  number  of  patients  under  treat¬ 
ment  or  observation  at  the  different  Institutions  throughout 
the  year.

Public  Health  Act,  1925. 

An  Order  was  obtained  under  Sec.  62  of  this  Act,  in  1930, 
respecting  a  case  of  advanced  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
During  the  year  1931,  three  renewals  of  this  order  were 
obtained.  The  patient  remained  in  hospital  until  November, 
when,  as  the  conditions  which  made  the  Order  necessary  no 
no  longer  existed,  the  patient  was  discharged  at  the  request 
of  the  relatives. 


(A)  PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS.

the  Patients  first  came  under  Public  Medical  Treatment  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  their  classification. 
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ORTHOPAEDICS. 

The  Council’s  orthopaedic  scheme  makes  provision  for  the 
treatment  and  supervision  of  crippling  defects  in  infants  and 
children,  and  also  in  adults  where  the  crippling  is  due  to 
tuberculosis.  Arrangements  have  also  recently  been  made 
whereby  the  services  provided  under  the  scheme  will  be 
available  for  patients  under  the  care  of  the  Public  Assist¬ 
ance  Committee. 

At  the  live  orthopaedic  out-patient  Clinics  established  in  the 
County,  there  were  377  patients  who  received  treatment 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  351  in  the  previous  year. 

The  attendances  made  at  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon’s  Clinics 
numbered  891,  whilst  those  at  the  Clinics  held  by  the  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Nurses  for  intermediate  treatment  numbered  5,080.  In 
addition  the  nurses  visited  the  homes  of  514  patients  who 
were  unable  to  attend  at  the  Clinics.  The  number  of 
patients  receiving  institutional  treatment  is  17  more  than 
that  for  1930.  Out  of  a  total  of  125  patients  sent  to  Insti¬ 
tutions  during  the  year,  66  were  dealt  with  at  the  Lincoln 
County  Hospital,  and  32  at  the  Harlow  Wood  Hospital. 
The  remainder  were  sent  to  other  Hospitals  outside  the 
County  as  and  when  accommodation  was  available.

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

There  has  been  no  material  change  during  the  year  in  the 
arrangements  made  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
venereal  diseases.  The  number  of  new  cases  found  to  be 
suffering  from  venereal  disease  was  221,  compared  with  258 
in  the  preceding  year.  In  addition  159  new  patients  attended, 
who,  on  examination  were  not  found  to  be  suffering  from 
venereal  disease.  The  total  attendances  numbered  14,228, 
as  against  15,009  last  year. 

The  number  of  Lindsey  patients  treated  for  the  first  time 
during  the  year  at  each  clinic,  and  the  disease  from  which 
they  suffered,  together  with  a  record  of  attendances  of  all

The  County  Council  is  the  Local  Supervising  Authority 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Midwives  Acts, 
1902 — 1926,  in  the  Administrative  County.  Miss  D.  M. 
Kinselle  is  the  Inspector  of  Midwives.

The  number  of  Midwives  who  have  notified  their  intention 
to  practice  during  the  year  is  thus  129,  as  compared  with 
132  last  year. 

Nursing  Associations  have  been  formed  at  Tetford  near 
Horncastle,  and  at  Scotter,  and  in  consequence  there  are 
now  midwives  practising  in  these  two  rural  districts.  At 
Tetford,  where  the  Nurse-midwife  has  a  car,  she  covers  an 
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area  of  30  square  miles  of  sparsely  populated  country,  where 
the  services  of  a  midwife  were  badly  needed. 

Except  for  these  two  midwives  none  have  started  work 
in  the  rural  areas.  The  independent  midwife  practising  on 
her  own  account  at  Addlethorpe,  near  Skegness,  has  left  the 
County. 

Of  the  4,327  births  registered  in  the  County  during  the 
year,  1,584  were  attended  by  midwives.  Midwives  have 
also  attended  913  cases  as  maternity  nurses.

Under  the  Midwives  Act,  1918,  a  midwife  in  case  of  emer¬ 
gency,  or  in  certain  specified  abnormal  conditions  must 
summon  medical  aid.  The  cost  in  fees  to  doctors  for  which 
the  County  Council  was  responsible  last  year  was  £724  6s.  6d., 
of  which  £234  Os.  Od.  was  recovered  from  the  patients. 

During  the  year  the  Inspector  of  Midwives  has  paid  233 
visits  of  inspection  and  20  special  visits. 

Routine  visits  of  inspection  will  in  future  be  paid  to  the 
midwives  working  in  Public  Assistance  Institutions. 

Three  visits  of  enquiry  have  been  made  to  women  reported 
to  have  acted  as  midwives.  In  one  case  the  woman  had 
signed  the  Maternity  Benefit  Certificate  only  in  error.  The 
other  two  women  were  cautioned. 

There  have  been  8  maternal  deaths  in  midwife’s  practices 
during  the  year. 

Twenty-four  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  have  occurred  in 
midwives’  practices,  but  all  the  patients  made  good  recovery. 
Nine  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  have  occurred  in 
midwives’  practices,  and  in  two  of  the  cases  the  vision  is 
slightly  impaired.  One  very  severe  case  of  ophthalmia 
revealed  the  work  of  an  uncertified  woman  who  attended 
the  mother  at  the  delivery,  and  did  not  sent  for  either  doctor 
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or  midwife.  The  doctor  on  the  6th  day  diagnosed  ophthal¬ 
mia.  The  Council’s  special  Nurse  attended  this  baby  for  a 
month,  after  which  the  district  nurse  gave  treatment  for 
several  days.  The  child’s  sight  does  not  appear  to  be  im¬ 
paired. 

Valuable  help  was  also  given  by  the  Council’s  special 
nurses  in  the  nursing  of  two  maternity  patients,  one  in  the 
Maternity  Home  and  another  in  Hospital. 

Lectures  to  Midwives. 

A  course  of  Lectures  to  Midwives  was  given  during  the 
year.  The  lectures  were  given  at  Lincoln,  Cleethorpes  and 
Scunthorpe,  in  order  to  give  as  many  midwives  as  possible 
the  opportunity  to  attend.  The  doctors’  fees  and  the  nurses' 
fares  were  paid  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council.  The  lectures 
are  much  appreciated  by  the  midwives,  and  are  invaluable 
in  keeping  their  work  up  to  date. 


Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Supervising  Authority  within 
the  Administrative  County  for  the  above  Act  under  which 
every  person  who  carries  on  a  Nursing  Home  (except  under 
special  provisions  for  exemption)  must  be  registered  with 
the  local  Supervising  Authority.  When  application  is  made 
for  registration  the  County  Medical  Officer  inspects  and 
reports  as  to  the  suitability  or  otherwise  of  the  premises  and 
general  arrangements.  The  Inspector  of  Midwives  also 
visits  and  reports  periodically. 

There  are  now  seven  registered  Homes  in  the  County, 
including  Market  Rasen  Cottage  Hospital.  Of  these  4  are 
Maternity  Homes,  3  are  for  general  cases. 

8  Nursing  Homes  are  exempt  from  inspection.  A  Nurs¬ 
ing  Home  at  Healing  was  closed  during  the  year  because 
of  removal  from  the  district.  A  new  Home  was  registered 
at  Cleethorpes  for  the  admission  of  4  medical,  convalescent 
or  chronic  patients.  Miss  Kinselle  has  made  26  visits  of 
inspection  during  the  year,  and  sent  quarterly  reports  to 
the  County  Council.

Three  new  Centres  have  been  opened  during  the  year, 
an  Infants’  Welfare  Centre  at  Crowle,  and  baby  weighting 
Centres  at  Horkstow  and  Mablethorpe.  The  Mablethorpe 
Centre  was  opened  only  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
number  of  Centres,  including  baby  weighing  Centres,  is  now 
34.  By  arrangement  with  the  Local  Authorities  concerned, 
mothers  can  attend  the  Clinics  at  Lincoln  or  Boston  if  they 
live  near  to  either  of  these  places. 


Attendance. 


4,468  infants  and  children  attended  the  different  County 
Council  Centres  during  the  year,  and  made  in  all  34,563 
attendances.  61  infants  and  children  from  Lindsey  made 
234  attendances  at  the  Lincoln  Centre.  The  total  was 
therefore  4,529  infants  and  children,  with  34,776  attend¬ 
ances. 

Three  thousand  three  hundred  and  eleven  of  the  infants 
and  children  attending  County  Council  Clinics  made  a  total 
of  13,442  visits  to  the  clinic  doctors.  The  numbers  of  the

All  the  cases  attending  the  Lincoln  Clinic  were  seen  by 
the  doctor. 

Details  as  to  times  of  meeting,  attendance  of  doctors  and 
average  attendances  of  mothers  and  children  at  the  different 
Centres  are  given  on  pages  73  and  74. 

The  Centres  have  been  conducted  on  the  same  general 
lines  as  in  previous  years.  The  main  object  of  the  Centre 
is  to  try  and  ensure  for  each  child  a  healthy  upbringing,  and 
with  this  end  in  view  instruction  is  given  to  the  mothers, 
both  collectively  and  individually  by  the  Health  Visitors 
and  by  the  Doctors.  The  gathering  together  of  the  babies 
and  children  and  the  spirit  of  emulation  thereby  aroused  in 
some  at  any  rate  of  the  mothers,  tends  to  improve  the  general 
standard  of  care  of  the  children, 
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New  cases  at  Centres  are  seen  by  the  doctor  independently 
of  whether  they  are  ill  or  well,  and  all  cases  of  recognised  ill- 
health  are  referred  to  the  doctor  by  the  nurse.  Cases  of 
minor  ailment,  for  which  the  mother  would  not  naturally 
call  in  her  own  doctor,  are  treated  at  the  Centre  itself.  Cases 
in  which  no  treatment  appears  advisable  are  kept  under 
observation.  Acute  cases,  and  those  for  which  a  mother 
would  naturally  call  in  her  own  doctor,  are  referred  to  their 
own  doctors,  and  other  cases  are  dealt  with  at  the  Centre  or 
referred  to  the  appropriate  County  Council  Clinics  for  treat¬ 
ment. 

The  total  number  of  defects,  diseases  or  disorders  found 
by  the  Medical  Officers  in  the  infants  and  children  attending 
the  Welfare  Centres  during  the  year  was  2,938.  Of  these 
cases  124  needed  only  to  be  kept  under  observation,  either 
because  they  were  already  under  treatment  by  private 
doctors  or  because  no  treatment  was  required.  The  re¬ 
maining  2814  cases  needed  advice  or  treatment,  or  both.

It  will  be  seen  that  in  12  of  the  cases  a  child  was  sent  to 
two  Clinics,  as  for  instance,  to  the  Ultra-Violet  Ray  Clinic 
and  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic,  or  was  sent  to  a  private  doctor, 
and  later  to  a  hospital  or  Council  Clinic. 


Gastro  Intestinal  Disorders  or  Diseases. 

These  must  always  form  a  very  large  proportion  of  the 
cases  seen  by  the  doctors  since  babies  are  very  often  brought 
for  the  first  time  to  a  Centre  because  of  digestive  disturbances 
due  to  wrong  methods  of  feeding  or  of  general  care. 

Rickets  and  Ricketty  Deformities. 

17  of  these  cases  received  ultra-violet  ray  treatment,  14 
attended  the  orthopaedic  clinics,  and  4  attended  both  Ultra- 
Violet  Ray  and  Orthopaedic  Clinics.  The  possibility  of 
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obtaining  such  treatment  at  the  right  age  for  this  type  of 
child  means  that  permanent  deformity  can  be  prevented. 

Other  Deformities. 

10  cases  were  referred  to  the  Orthopaedic  Clinics,  4  to 
hospital,  and  4  to  private  doctors. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System. 

The  number  of  cases  is  large,  but  it  includes  a  very  large 
proportion  of  slight  cases  only.  The  symptoms  may  how¬ 
ever  often  be  important  as  calling  attention  to  an  unhealthy 
mode  of  life.  Two  children  in  the  group  received  treatment 
by  ultra-violet  rays. 

Diseases  of  the  Ear. 

A  case  of  mastoid  disease  was  sent  to  hospital  and  operated 
upon,  5  cases  of  otorrhoea  were  treated  at  the  daily  treatment 
clinics,  2  cases  received  ultra-violet  ray  treatment. 

Eye  Disease. 

The  great  majority  of  the  cases  were  of  blepharitis  and 
conjunctivitis,  2  cases  of  ophthalmia  were  treated  through  the 
Centres  and  both  completely  recovered.  The  number  of 
cases  of  squint  in  which  glasses  were  supplied  is  disappoint¬ 
ingly  small,  19  only,  with  another  two  cases  awaiting  glasses. 
Unfortunately  the  mothers  often  have  a  great  prejudice 
against  glasses  while  a  child  is  young,  and  have  hardly  yet 
realized  their  importance  if  the  sight  of  the  squinting  eye 
is  to  be  preserved.  In  this  matter  the  co-operation  of  the 
doctors  is  much  needed. 

Mental  Defectives. 

Mongols  formed  the  largest  group  of  mental  defectives 
seen  at  the  Centres.  Two  were  sent  to  an  Ultra-Violet  Ray 
Clinic,  with  no  resulting  change  in  their  condition,  8  were 
treated  at  the  Centres,  and  5  of  them  were  thought  to  have 
improved  mentally. 

Skin  Diseases. 

10  cases  of  Impetigo  were  treated  at  daily  treatment 
clinics. 
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Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

Only  5  cases  of  enlarged  tonsils,  1  of  adenoids,  and  18 
of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  were  treated  by  operation. 
If  an  operation  for  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  is  necessary, 
it  is  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  child  that  it  should  be 
done  before,  rather  than  just  after,  he  goes  to  school.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  however,  the  mothers  often  cling  to  a  hope  that 
the  child  will  outgrow  the  condition,  and  delay  operation 
until  real  injury  may  have  been  done.  Here  also  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  doctors  is  necessary. 

In  the  61  cases  at  the  Lincoln  Clinic  examined  by  the 
Clinic  doctor,  13  of  the  children  were  normal,  and  48  suffering 
from  some  disease  or  defect. 

43  cases  were  treated  at  the  Centre,  1  was  referred  to  the 
private  doctor,  3  to  the  County  Hospital,  and  one  referred 
to  the  Ultra-Violet  Ray  Clinic.  This  case  was  of  a  baby 
suffering  from  marasmus,  who  had  9  treatments,  and  showed 
great  improvement. 

Our  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  voluntary  workers  upon 
whose  help  we  are  dependent  at  each  of  our  Centres.

UP  TO  5  YEARS  OF  AGE  UNDER  THE  NOTIFICATION  OF 

Birth  Acts. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  above  Acts. 

The  number  of  births  notified  in  the  County  in  1931  was 
3,936,  being  3,788  live  births  and  148  still  births.  The 
number  registered  was  4,327.  The  percentage  of  un-notihed 
births  was  therefore  9-03.  This  is  an  improvement  on  last 
year,  when  the  percentage  of  un-notihed  births  was  10-88. 
The  importance  of  notification  from  the  Health  Visitor’s 
standpoint  is  that  in  the  case  of  a  notified  birth  she  can  visit 
early,  and  has  a  much  better  chance  of  preventing  the  baby 
from  being  weaned  unnecessarily.

These  visits  by  the  Health  Visitors  are  of  the  utmost  im¬ 
portance  to  the  welfare  of  many  of  the  babies  ;  they  form 
as  it  were  the  basis  upon  which  the  success  of  our  other 
work  for  babies  depends.  Most  of  the  mothers  value  the 
visits,  and  many  will  complain  if  their  baby  goes  unvisited 
when  the  nurse  comes  to  a  neighbour’s  child.  In  22  cases 
only  was  admission  refused  to  a  Health  Visitor. 

The  unsatisfactory  conditions  found  present  at  first  visits 
by  Health  Visitors  have  been  classified  as  in  previous  years, 
and  are  given  below  in  tabular  form  : —

All  the  Nurses  who  act  as  Health  Visitors  in  the  County 
are  also  appointed  as  Infant  Life  Protection  Visitors  under 
the  Act.  Actually  39  of  them  have  acted  in  this  capacity 
during  the  year,  no  children  registered  under  the  Act  happen¬ 
ing  to  be  in  the  other  Health  Visitor’s  areas. 

The  rule  is  that  each  child  should  be  visited  once  a  month, 
additional  visits  being  made  when  necessary.  In  all  758 
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visits  have  been  made  during  the  year.  The  foster  parents 
are  also  asked  to  bring  babies  or  young  children  to  an  Infant 
Welfare  Centre  when  one  is  within  reach  in  order  that  super¬ 
vision  may  be  more  complete. 

After  each  visit  to  a  home  the  Health  Visitor  sends  a 
report  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  When  in¬ 
sanitary  conditions  are  found  these  are  reported,  and  the 
information  sent  on  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  district  concerned. 

In  their  capacity  as  Health  Visitors  to  all  young  children, 
under  the  Notification  of  Birth  Acts,  the  Visitors  have  good 
opportunities  of  hearing  of  any  unregistered  child  coming 
into  the  district  and  who  ought  to  be  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Act,  and  such  cases  they  report  at  once  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

On  the  whole  the  health  of  the  children  and  the  general 
conditions  of  the  homes  have  been  satisfactory,  but  in  one 
case  that  of  a  child  of  3  years  of  age,  both  the  care  of  the 
child  and  the  home  conditions  were  reported  by  the  Nurse 
as  definitely  unsatisfactory.  The  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Medical  Officer  visited  the  case,  agreed  with  the 
Nurse,  and  also  reported  the  child  as  suffering  from  rickets. 
The  child  was  illegitimate,  and  the  mother  had  no  home  of 
her  own  to  which  she  could  remove  her.  In  the  end  the 
child  was  removed,  under  order  by  the  Magistrates,  to  the 
Public  Assistance  Institution  and  is  now  in  the  Chesleigh 
Children’s  Home.  • 

In  another  case  a  child  was  taken  by  a  foster  parent  who 
had  suffered  from  Phthisis,  and  been  in  a  Sanatorium.  The 
arrangement  was  not  considered  satisfactory,  but  there  was 
no  power  to  remove  the  child.  It  would  be  advantageous 
if  in  some  directions,  more  power  were  given  Local  Authori¬ 
ties  under  the  Act.  At  present  a  foster  parent  receives  the 
child  from  the  parent  and  then  registers  the  name  with  the 
Local  Authority.  If,  as  in  the  case  of  boarded-out  children, 
the  regulation  was  that  the  home  must  be  inspected  and 
approved  before  the  child  was  received,  it  would  be  easier 
to  ensure  that  children  were  not  sent  to  unsatisfactory 
homes.  Again,  if  the  duty  of  notification  were  laid  upon 
the  parent  who  proposed  to  consign  her  child  to  a  foster 
parent  as  well  as  upon  the  foster  parent  who  proposed  to 
receive  the  child,  there  would  be  less  danger  of  an  illegitimate 
and  unwanted  child  being  lost  sight  of.

Dental  Service. 

The  County  Council  Scheme  for  the  treatment  of  nursing 
and  expectant  mothers  is  the  same  as  last  year.  The  mothers 
can  only  receive  treatment  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and 
Ante-Natal  Clinics.  Nearly  all  the  work  of  the  dentists  for 
the  mothers  is  that  of  extractions  and  supply  of  new  dentures, 
only  90  “  fillings  ”  being  done,  but  4,108  extractions.  It  is 
still  difficult  to  persuade  the  mothers  to  have  treatment 
until  the  dental  caries  is  so  far  advanced  that  “  conservative 
treatment  ”  is  impossible.  Unfortunately  also,  the  preju¬ 
dice  against  dental  treatment  during  the  ante-natal  period 
still  persists  amongst  many  of  the  women,  and  more  specially 
perhaps  amongst  their  older  relatives.  Both  doctors  and 
nurses  do  their  utmost  to  break  down  this  prejudice. 

The  majority  of  the  children  sent  for  treatment  at  under  5 
years  of  age  are  sent  because  of  toothache,  131  children  were 
inspected,  and  123  were  treated. 

Dr.  Miller  reports  on  the  re-arrangement  of  Clinics  in  her 
area.  Three  small  clinics  at  Wainfleet,  Burgh  and  Friskney 
have  been  closed,  and  the  work  has  been  concentrated  at  the 
larger  Centres.  Dr.  Miller  does  not  think  that  the  attend¬ 
ance  of  the  mothers  has  suffered  in  consequence  of  the  new 
arrangement,  and  finds  that  if  they  wish  to  attend  they 
make  no  difficulty  about  the  extra  distance. 

Mr.  Ovey  presses  the  importance  of  suitable  diet  as  a 
preventive  of  dental  caries,  and  this  will  be  put  before  the 
mothers  at  the  Infants  Welfare  Centres  and  Ante-Natal 
Clinics.  The  following  is  an  epitome  of  the  work  done  for 
mothers  during  the  year  : —

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Dried  Milk. 

Dried  Milk  has  again  been  supplied  by  the  County  Council 
under  the  same  conditions  as  last  year  for  the  use  of  nursing 
and  expectant  mothers,  such  infants  as  cannot  be  breast  fed, 
and  children  under  5  years  of  age. 

The  following  figures  show  the  expenditure  on  dried  milk 
sent  to  Centres  or  to  village  distributors  for  the  year  ended 
December,  1931  : —

The  cost  of  milk  supplied  at  below  cost  price  last  year  was 
£ 587  3s.  7d.  The  increased  cost  is  sufficiently  explained  by 
the  unexampled  depression  both  industrial  and  agricultural. 


Ante-Natal  Visits  of  Health  Visitors  and 
Ante  and  Post-Natal  Clinics. 

The  whole-time  Health  Visitors  have  made  595  visits  to 
expectant  mothers,  compared  with  549  last  year.  The  part 
time  Health  Visitors  chiefly  in  their  capacity  of  midwives 
have  made  3,354  visits,  compared  with  3,281  last  year.  The 
number  of  visits  both  for  whole  time  and  part  time  Health 
Visitors  varies  very  little  from  year  to  year.  As  was  stated 
in  last  year’s  report,  without  the  active  co-operation  of  the 
doctors,  the  full  time  HealthVisitors  cannot  get  information  as 
to  cases  to  visit,  except  occasionally  and  in  a  haphazard 
manner.  The  part-time  Health  Visitors,  who  are  mid¬ 
wives,  pay  an  average  of  about  3  visits  to  each  of  their 
cases,  which,  as  the  patients  often  do  not  notify  till  late  in  the 
pregnancy,  shows  a  real  effort  at  systematic  supervision. 

The  attendance  of  expectant  mothers  during  the  year  has 
been  2,066  at  approved  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  compared  with 
1,505  last  year,  and  499  at  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  compared 
with  267  last  year,  or  a  total  of  2,565  attendances  compared 
with  1,772  last  year.  The  great  majority  of  the  attendances 
at  ante-natal  clinics  has  been  at  Scunthorpe  and  Cleethorpes, 
where  there  are  Maternity  Homes  to  complete  the  scheme  of 
ante-natal  supervision.  Whenever  a  Maternity  Home  is 
opened  at  Gainsborough,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  attend¬ 
ance  at  the  ante-natal  clinic  there  will  immediately  increase. 

At  places  where  no  approved  clinic  is  held,  everything 
depends  on  the  kind  of  help  given  by  the  Nurse-midwife. 
At  Caistor,  where  the  patients  come  for  examination  by  the

doctor  to  the  nurse’s  house,  just  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centre,  there  have  been  52  attendances  during 
the  year  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Nurses’  district  is  in  the 
sparsely  populated  area,  and  the  women  often  have  to  come 
long  distances.  At  Belton  again,  where  the  doctor  only 
attends  once  a  month,  and  the  ante-natal  “couch”  consists  of  2 
forms  placed  side  by  side,  there  have  been  42  attendances  ; 
the  nurse  in  this  instance  no  doubt  persuades  practically 
every  woman  she  attends  to  come  for  examination  by  the 
doctor.  At  Skegness  where  the  ante-natal  cases  are  seen  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  there  have  been 
217  attendances,  and  the  time  for  ante-natal  work  has  en¬ 
croached  upon  the  time  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  as  such  ; 
here  the  District  Nurse  Midwives  take  a  real  interest  in  the 
ante-natal  work.  In  places,  however,  where  there  is  no 
District  Nurse,  or  one  who  does  not  appreciate  the  value  of 
an  ante-natal  clinic,  it  is  impossible  to  do  more  than  have  an 
occasional  mother  coming  up  for  what  in  all  probability  will 
be  the  single  examination  during  the  pregnancy. 

At  the  Lincoln  ante  and  post-natal  clinics  23  patients  from 
Lindsey  have  made  53  attendances.

There  are  now  4  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinics  in  the  County, 
at  Cleethorpes,  Gainsborough,  Louth  and  Scunthorpe  re¬ 
spectively.  75  cases  in  all  of  children  under  5  years  of  age 
were  treated  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme 
at  one  or  other  of  the  clinics.  All  the  cases  were  recom¬ 
mended  for  treatment  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Medical  Officers. 

The  numbers  were  made  up  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Rickets,  21  cases.  A  few  defaulted  from  treatment, 
but  all  the  rest  showed  good  results. 

( b )  Marasmus,  2  cases.  Both  improved'  under  treat¬ 
ment.  The  case  in  which  improvement  was  most  marked  was 
that  of  an  infant  7  months  of  age,  whose  mother  suffered 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  baby  had  put  on  no 
weight  for  4  months  before  the  beginning  of  treatment. 
She  began  to  improve  after  the  4th  exposure,  and  by  the 
end  of  16  exposures  had  increased  in  weight  from  10  lbs. 
7  oz.  to  13  lbs.  12  oz.  Since  then  she  has  continued  to  do 
well. 

(c)  Malnutrition,  31  cases.  Two  thoroughly  good  results 
are  recorded.  In  another  case  there  was  considerable  im¬ 
provement.  One  child  ceased  to  attend  after  a  few  exposures. 
In  the  remaining  cases  there  was  slight  improvement  only. 
Dr.  McLaren  reports  that  all  of  17  cases  of  chronic  Malnu¬ 
trition  at  Gainsboro’  benefited  to  some  extent,  and  seemed 
to  be  brighter  and  have  more  energy.  All  gained  in  weight, 
though  the  amount  of  gain  was  not  very  satisfactory.  She 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  unsatisfactory  feeding  was  the 
underlying  cause  of  the  malnutrition  in  some  at  any  rate  of 
the  cases. 

Ancemia  and  Debility,  9  cases.  These  cases  did  much 
better  apparently  than  cases  of  malnutrition.  4  cases  of 
anaemia  and  debility  gave  very  good  results.  In  1  case  of 
debility  in  a  mentally  defective  child,  the  debility  improved 
quickly,  though  the  mental  defect  was  unchanged.  One  case 
of  debility  and  cough,  following  on  diphtheria  and  tonsillec¬ 
tomy,  shewed  very  little  result.  Of  2  cases  of  anaemia  1  im¬ 
proved  and  is  still  under  treatment,  the  other  improved 
rapidly,  and  the  haemoglobin  content  increased  from 
65%  to  95%  in  3  months.  One  case  defaulted  from  treatment. 

Enlarged  Glands,  5  cases.  All  the  children  improved  in 
general  health.  In  1  case  still  under  treatment,  there  has 
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been  improvement,  in  another  the  local  condition  is  reported 
unchanged  and  in  two  the  glands  have  subsided.  The  fifth 
case  is  that  of  a  malnourished  child  of  4  years  of  age,  who 
had  suffered  from  otorrhoea  for  3  years.  Under  treatment 
the  general  health  became  normal,  otorrhoea  ceased  and 
adenitis  subsided. 

Mental  Defects.  In  one  case  the  patient  quickly  ceased 
to  attend,  in  the  other  already  reported  above  there  was  no 
change  in  the  mental  condition. 

Fungoid  Dermatitis,  1  case.  In  this  case  local  treatment 
by  ointments,  etc.,  had  been  given  for  some  months  without 
effect,  but  the  condition  cleared  up  after  10  exposures  to 
the  lamp. 

Tubercular  Conditions,  5  cases.  Some  slight  improve¬ 
ment  in  general  health  in  all  cases,  but  very  little  definite 
improvement  in  the  local  conditions  in  any  case. 

In  many  cases  the  Ultra-Violet  Ray  treatment  is  much 
valued  by  the  mothers  who  bring  the  children  regularly  twice 
a  week  to  the  clinic  at  considerable  inconvenience  to  them¬ 
selves.  There  is  a  long  waiting  list  at  Cleethorpes,  and  the 
possibility  of  additional  sessions  will  come  under  considera¬ 
tion  shortly.

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MATERNITY  HOMES. 

Two  Maternity  Homes,  one  at  Cleethorpes  and  one  at 
Scunthorpe,  are  provided  by  the  County  Council.  The 
number  of  beds  in  these  two  Homes  taken  together  is  26, 
and  the  number  of  women  admitted  in  1931  was  433. 

Arrangements  are  also  in  force  by  which  maternity  cases 
can  be  sent  to  the  Lincoln  Maternity  Home,  and  to  the 
Maternity  Wards  of  the  Louth  Hospital  and  the  Market 
Rasen  Cottage  Hospital.  The  number  of  cases  sent  during 
the  year  to  one  or  other  of  these  Institutions  was  40. 

Septic  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation  departments  of 
the  Lincoln  Maternity  Home  and  of  Edenfield,  Doncaster, 
and  the  Brumby  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  Lincoln  Fever 
Hospital.  8  cases  in  all  were  sent  last  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above  accommodation,  the  Maternity 
Wards  of  the  Public  Assistance  Institutions  at  Brigg,  Caistor, 
Gainsboro’,  Horncastle,  Louth  and  Spilsby  have  been  avail¬ 
able  for  maternity  cases,  and  43  women  in  all  have  been 
admitted  during  the  year.  The  Louth  and  Horncastle  Insti¬ 
tutions  are,  however,  no  longer  in  use  for  maternity  cases. 
At  Louth  the  maternity  cases  which  would  formerly  have 
been  dealt  with  in  the  Public  Assistance  Institution,  are  now 
sent  to  the  excellently  equipped  Maternity  Department  of 
the  local  Hospital.  At  Horncastle  there  is  no  qualified 
midwife  at  the  Institution,  and  maternity  cases  are  being 
transferred  to  Spilsby.  This  will  leave  in  Public  Assistance 
Institutions  the  following  number  of  beds  available : — 
Brigg  2  beds,  Caistor  1  bed,  Gainsboro’  2  beds,  Spilsby  2 
beds. 

The  following  table  gives  details  in  respect  of  the  514 
cases  admitted  to  Maternity  Homes  and  Institutions  in  part 
or  in  whole  at  the  expense  of  the  County  Council  during  the 
year  : —

In  addition  2  patients  were  admitted  for  Ante-Natal  Treatment  and  2  for  Postal-Natal  Treatment  only. 
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As  was  stated  in  last  year’s  report  every  care  is  taken  that 
suitable  cases  only  are  admitted  for  Maternity  Home  treat¬ 
ment  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme.  In 
the  case  of  Homes  directly  under  the  County  Council,  the 
Medical  Superintendent  is  responsible  for  the  cases  ad¬ 
mitted.  In  the  case  of  other  Homes,  the  applicant,  unless 
in  emergency,  is  admitted  only  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Officer,  who  sees  the  patient 
at  an  ante-natal  clinic  or  at  her  own  home.  Emergency 
cases  are  admitted  to  any  Maternity  Home  at  the  request 
of  the  doctor  in  charge  of  the  case.  The  procedure  for  the 
admission  of  cases  into  the  Maternity  Words  of  Public  Assist¬ 
ance  Institutions  is  the  same  as  for  past  years. 

All  the  patients  are  assessed  in  the  ordinary  way  as  to 
their  capacity  to  pay  for  treatment,  and  are  charged  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  County  Council  scale. 

The  number  of  admissions  to  Maternity  Homes  through 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme,  irrespective  of 
admissions  to  Maternity  Wards  of  Public  Assistance  Insti¬ 
tutions,  has  again  increased  from  368  in  1930  to  470 
in  1931. 

At  Cleethorpes  Maternity  Home  the  number  of  admissions 
has  increased  from  131  in  1930  to  225  this  year.  Dr.  Stott, 
the  Medical  Superintendent,  reports  that  in  June  the  number 
of  bookings  was  so  large  as  to  make  it  necessary  to  open  a 
four-bedded  ward  on  the  ground  floor.  The  labour  ward  is 
on  the  first  floor,  and  to  avoid  the  need  for  carrying  patients 
downstairs,  as  there  is  no  lift,  it  was  decided  to  transfer  cases 
on  about  the  tenth  day,  from  the  wards  on  the  first  floor  to 
the  new  ward  ;  this  arrangement  has  worked  satisfactorily. 
138  of  the  mothers  delivered  in  the  Home  during  the  year 
lived  in  the  Cleethorpes  Urban  District,  which  means  that 
about  30  per  cent,  of  all  the  births  for  Cleethorpes  occurred 
in  the  Home. 

At  Scunthorpe  the  numbers  have  been  almost  stationary, 
being  213  admissions  in  1930,  and  208  in  1931.  The  number 
of  admissions  at  Scunthorpe  cannot  be  increased  above  the 
present  level  without  real  danger  of  overcrowding.  A  large 
number  of  emergencies  and  complicated  cases  are  admitted 
at  Scunthorpe,  and  in  consequence  an  additional  Nurse  has 
had  to  be  appointed. 

Almost  half  of  the  cases  admitted  to  the  Lincoln  Maternity 
Home  were  emergency  or  complicated  cases. 
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The  number  of  cases  treated  by  Casaerean  section  in  the 
Maternity  Homes  during  the  year  was  17  in  all,  3  at  Clee- 
thorpes,  10  at  Scunthorpe,  and  4  at  Lincoln  ;  there  was  one 
maternal  death  in  the  series. 

The  provision  for  treatment  when  necessary  in  the  Maternity 
Homes  of  women  in  the  ante-natal  period  is  a  great  safeguard 
to  pregnant  women.  11  cases  of  Albuminuria  and  2  of 
Eclampsia,  were  amongst  those  receiving  ante-natal  treat¬ 
ment,  and  when  the  extreme  gravity  of  this  complication  is 
taken  into  account,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  lives  were 
saved  which  must  otherwise  have  been  lost. 

In  the  whole  series  of  Maternity  Home  cases  there  were 
5  maternal  deaths.  In  the  preceding  year  the  corresponding 
number  was  9.  The  diminution  in  the  number  is  eminently 
satisfactory,  especially  if,  as  may  be  hoped,  it  results  in  some 
degree  from  cases  being  sent  at  an  earlier  stage  into  a 
Maternity  Home.  Cases  sent  in  when  practically  moribund 
have  in  the  past  only  too  frequently  swelled  the  number 
of  deaths  in  Maternity  Homes. 


MOTHERCRAFT  CLASSES. 

Mothercraft  Classes  intended  to  teach  elder  girls  how  to 
take  care  of  a  baby  have  been  held  on  County  Council  premises 
at  Cleethorpes,  Scunthorpe,  Gainsboro’,  Louth,  Brigg  and 
Market  Rasen.  Short  courses  have  also  been  given  at  a  few 
villages  on  school  premises.  A  Health  Visitor  takes  charge 
of  each  class,  and  the  instruction  has  been  given  on  the  same 
lines  as  in  previous  years.  The  teachers  have  helped  in 
every  possible  way,  and  questions  set  at  the  class  have  been 
answered  as  a  part  of  school  work.  The  classes  are  popular 
with  the  girls,  and  the  percentage  attendance  very  high. 
The  Health  Visitors  in  charge  of  the  classes  take  a  great 
interest  in  the  subject  and  have  provided  helpful  suggestions 
based  on  their  experience  for  a  revision  of  the  syllabus. 


MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

On  31st  December,  1931,  there  were  597  persons  on  the 
Mental  Defectives  Register,  which  is  18  more  than  the 
number  recorded  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  also  known  to  the 
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Authority  76  feeble-minded  children,  for  whom  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Committee  is  responsible. 

The  Lincolnshire  Joint  Board  have  completed  the  purchase 
of  Harmston  Hall  as  the  nucleus  for  a  Colony  for  defectives. 
Alterations  are  at  present  in  progress,  and  accommodation 
will  be  available  for  a  limited  number  of  defectives  in  the 
near  future. 

The  Board  of  Control  have  approved  of  the  County  Council’s 
scheme  for  the  conversion  of  the  Caistor  Public  Assistance 
Institution  into  a  Home  for  the  older  and  lower  grade  de¬ 
fectives.  The  work  of  adaptation  is  proceeding,  and  when 
completed  towards  the  end  of  1932  accommodation  will  be 
available  for  44  males  and  74  females.

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THE  MENTAL  TREATMENT  ACT,  1930. 

Under  this  Act  two  voluntary  patients  were  admitted  to 
the  Bracebridge  Mental  Hospital  during  the  year. 

The  Mental  Treatment  Act  came  into  operation  on  1st 
January,  1931,  and  while  only  two  cases  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year  there  is  already  evidence  that  as  the 
facilities  provided  under  the  Act  become  more  widely  known 
accommodation  will  have  to  be  found  for  a  gradually  increas¬ 
ing  number  of  temporary  and  voluntary  patients. 


BLIND  PERSONS. 

The  requirements  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920,  are 
carried  out  by  the  Lindsey  Blind  Society  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council. 

At  the  request  of  the  County  Council  the  constitution  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Society  was  altered  during 
the  year,  and  now  consists  of  eight  members  of  the  County 
Council  and  seven  persons  appointed  by  the  Society,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council  and  the  County 
Medical  Officer. 

The  County  Council,  without  making  a  formal  declaration, 
has  also  decided  that  relief  to  necessitous  blind  persons 
shall  be  given  through  the  Society  under  the  Blind  Persons 
Act,  and  not  under  the  Poor  Law  as  hitherto,  and  a  grant 
of  £1,200  for  the  first  year  has  been  made  to  the  Blind  Society 
for  this  purpose. 

The  co-ordination  of  the  work  of  the  Blind  Society  with 
that  of  the  County  Health  department  has  been  effected 
by  the  appointment  as  Secretary  to  the  Society,  of  Mr.  W. 
G.  Key,  who  is  also  an  official  of  the  County  Council. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  during  the  year  whereby 
the  advice  of  the  Council’s  Oculists  are  available  to  the 
Society  with  regard  to  the  certification  of  blind  persons. 

The  following  tables  supplied  by  the  Blind  Society,  give 
particulars  of  the  blind  persons  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  the  year  : —

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MEDICAL  OUT  RELIEF. 

The  general  arrangements  providing  Medical  and  Surgical 
Assistance  for  the  necessitous  sick  in  their  homes  have  not 
materially  changed  since  the  transfer  of  this  service  to  the 
County  Council.  The  County  is  divided  into  38  medical 
Relief  Areas,  each  of  which  has  a  Medical  Officer  whose  duties 
are  prescribed  under  the  Public  Assistance  Order,  1930.  A 
complete  list  of  the  areas  with  their  populations,  together 
with  the  name  of  the  Medical  Officer  responsible  in  each, 
will  be  found  in  the  1930  report.  During  the  year  Drs. 
A.  R.  Heber,  F.  Heber,  E.  B.  Denny,  W.  Beggs  and  T.  Side- 
bottom  resigned  ;  Drs.  S.  R.  McDougal,  D.  G.  Coutts, 
G.  C.  W.  Iredale.  and  C.  J.  G.  Exley  were  appointed  to  fill 
the  vacancies. 

The  weekly  average  number  of  persons  in  receipt  of  medical 
relief  was  159.

The  immediate  supervision  of  the  Boarded  Out  Children 
in  the  homes  is  now  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors,  who 
paid  1 ,276  visits  during  the  year.  The  rule  is  that  each  child 
should  be  visited  once  a  month  and,  if  necessary,  more  fre¬ 
quently.  Special  visits  are  made  to  homes  which  are 
suggested  for  the  reception  of  boarded-out  children,  and  no 
home  is  accepted  unless  the  conditions  are  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Reports  of  all  visits  made  by  the  Visitors  on  boarded  out 
children  are  sent  in  the  first  place  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  are  forwarded  by  him,  together  with 
any  comments  or  suggestions  arising  out  of  them,  to  the 
Public  Assistance  Officer. 
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On  the  whole  the  homes  have  been  satisfactory,  and  the 
children  happy  and  well  cared  for,  but  difficulties  have,  of 
course,  arisen  in  special  cases.  In  a  few  instances  there  has 
been  a  tendency  to  employ  the  children  too  much  in  the 
house,  and  one  foster-mother  admitted  that  the  child  “  was 
useful  to  scrub  floors.”  A  case  of  considerable  difficulty 
concerned  two  children,  a  boy  and  a  girl,  living  in  neighbour¬ 
ing  houses  ;  the  boy’s  general  behaviour  was  troublesome, 
and  difficulties  connected  with  sex  matters  were  stated  to 
have  arisen  between  him  and  the  girl  boarded  out  next  door, 
though  no  serious  harm  had  taken  place.  The  boy  was 
examined  as  to  his  mental  condition  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer,  but  was  found  not  to  be  a  mental  defective.  In 
this  case  the  boy  was  reprimanded  and  is  said  to  be  now 
doing  well,  and  the  girl  is  being  removed  to  another  home 
in  order  to  give  her  a  fresh  start.  In  another  case  a  girl  was 
thought  to  have  fallen  into  petty  theft  and  untruthfulness, 
but  there  was  doubt  as  to  the  care  and  control  exercised  in 
the  home  ;  this  child  was  sent  to  a  training  school,  where 
she  is  now  doing  well  in  every  way. 

A  careful  supervision  of  thediealth  of  the  children  is  main¬ 
tained.  All  cases  of  defect  are  referred  to  the  doctor  or  to 
a  County  Council  Clinic,  and  suitable  action  taken. 

The  question  of  backwardness  or  of  mental  defect  arises 
in  these  children  rather  more  frequently  than  in  ordinary 
children.  Cases  in  which  the  school  teachers  give  an  un¬ 
satisfactory  report  are  referred  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  by  the  Public  Assistance  Officer.  .  Such  cases, 
as  well  as  any  in  which  a  Health  Visitor  suspects  mental 
defect,  are  specially  examined  as  to  their  mental  and 
intellectual  condition.  Two  cases  have  been  recommended 
during  the  year  for  admission  to  special  schools  for  educable 
mental  defectives. 

As  is  seen  from  what  is  stated  above  there  has  been  close 
co-operation  in  dealing  with  these  children  between  the 
Public  Assistance  and  the  Medical  Departments  with  much 
resultant  benefit  to  the  children.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

The  Health  Committee  of  the  Lindsey  Rural  Community 
Council  has  issued  for  general  use  a  booklet  giving  par¬ 
ticulars  relating  to  the  Health  Services  in  the  area  provided 
by  Local  Authorities  and  by  voluntary  organisations  in  the 
County.  The  information  it  contains  should  serve  a  useful 
purpose  in  making  more  widely  known  the  various  services 
that  exist  and  how  they  may  be  obtained. 

During  the  year  the  Rural  Community  Council,  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  District  Councils,  also  arranged  a  course 
of  popular  health  lectures  at  Gainsborough,  Louth  and  Brigg. 
The  subjects  included  the  following  : — “  First-aid  in  the 
Home,”  “  How  to  keep  fit,”  “  Character  training  and  life,” 
“  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,”  “  Common  Ailments,” 
“  Vitamines,”  “  Some  aspects  of  Mental  Hygiene,”  “  Acute 
Infectious  Diseases,”  “  Hygiene,”  “  Sunlight  and  Health.” 
In  addition  to  the  above  lectures  were  also  given  at  Withem, 
Goxhill,  Brocklesby  and  Limber. 

The  County  Council  made  a  grant  of  £50  to  the  Rural 
Community  Council  towards  the  expenditure  on  lectures, 
&c.,  given  during  the  year. 

A  “  Health  Week  ”  organised  by  the  Cleethorpes  Urban 
Council,  and  towards  which  the  County  Council  contributed 
50  per  cent,  of  the  net  expenditure,  was  held  during  the  week 
3rd — 10th  May.  Lectures  and  him  demonstrations  were 
given  daily  and  were  largely  attended. 

The  Health  Exhibition  also  proved  to  be  popular,  the 
average  daily  attendance  being  1,200. 

The  total  attendances  for  the  week,  which  numbered  12,500, 
indicates  the  general  success  attained. 

In  addition  to  the  two  Milk  Competitions  already  referred 
to  in  the  report,  lectures  on  Clean  Milk  production  were 
given  by  Mr.  Me  Vicar,  Organiser  of  Agricultural  Educa¬ 
tion,  at  Humberston,  Laceby,  Stallingborough,  Scunthorpe 
and  Willingham.  The  attendances  were  disappointingly 
small  and  averaged  only  30  per  meeting. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Clarke,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  Mr. 
Gallagher,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  gave  a  series  of  popular 
health  lectures  at  Scunthorpe. 

The  Departmental  Report  on  Maternal  Mortality,  published 
in  1929,  was  felt  to  give  an  opportunity  for  arousing  in  the 
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women  of  the  County  a  more  instructed  interest  in  the  whole 
question,  and  for  trying  to  break  down  the  opposition  of  the 
women  to  the  ante-natal  examination  and  care  of  the  ex¬ 
pectant  mother.  An  offer  was  therefore  sent  to  all  the 
Women’s  Institutes  to  provide  a  lecturer  on  the  subject  of 
the  report  if  that  were  desired. 

As  a  result  Dr.  Brunyate,  the  Deputy  M.O.H.,  went  to 
30  of  the  Women’s  Institutes  all  over  the  County  and  gave 
informal  talks  on  the  prevention  of  maternal  mortality. 
No  better  field  for  propaganda  work  could  have  been  pro¬ 
vided.  The  Women’s  Institutes  contain  members  of  all  ages, 
including  the  older  women,  in  whom  prejudice  is  often 
strongest,  and  upon  whose  advice  in  such  matters  the  younger 
women  so  often  rely.  The  report  was  an  excellent  basis  for 
a  general  discussion,  and  no  more  intelligent  and  interested 
audiences  could  have  been  desired.  In  all  but  2  or  3  instances 
the  lectures  were  given  at  night,  when  the  members  could 
most  conveniently  attend. 

Dr.  Brunyate  also  gave  lectures  at  2  other  Women’s  Insti¬ 
tutes  on  health  subjects  chosen  by  the  Institutes  in  question.
